MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 18.—A fierce gale 
from the northward is raging on Lake Mich- 
gan to-day and a tremendous sea is sweep- 
ing into the bay. Five vessels 
are at anchor under the Government 
breakwater, and withthe exception of the 
©. O. Barnes, which is rapidly dragging to- 
wardsthe beach, will weather the storm, 
The Barnes is in great danger of drifting on 


top of the sunken schooner, M. J.Cummings, } 


gust south of the harbor. 

The Cummings entered the bay about 4 
o’clock and cast her anchorsof Michigan, 
street, but they failed to hold, and the 
vessel drifted southward and shoreward 
until she reached the breakers, when she 
evidently filled through her cabin and fore- 
castic and went down in twenty feet of water 
about 9 o'clock. 

The crew took to the rigging, but people on 
shore saw two men swept over the 
stern of the schooner when she 
went down. The life-saving crew 
went out into the lake ana 
drifted down to the wreck of the Cummings, 
but it is impossible to say whether any of 
the crew of the schooner were taken aboard, 

Some were seen to make their way down 
the ratlines as the lifeboat approached, but 
the spoon drift hid the rescuers from view 
just at the critical moment when the men 
might have been rescued. 

A huge wave then swept along and car- 
ried the lite boat, with its brave 
crew or rescuers, towards Bayview 
when they were drawn into the breakers and 
capsized. 

Later this afternoon it was learned that no 
lives were lost by the sinking of the Cum- 
mings, but the crew were still in the rigging, 
together with one of the life-saving crew 
who wentinto the rigging of the wreck to 
make a line fast. Before anything could be 
done the line parted and the would-be res- 
cuers were left to snare the fate of the Cum- 
mings crew, while the lifeboat arifted off 
into the breakers. 

Ap unknown vessel founcered off White- 
fish Bay at an early hour this morning, anda 
mall craft is high and dry on South Point, 
south of Bayview. In the city trees were 
blown down, light structures unroofed and 
many sigas torn from their fastenings.

Health Commissioner Homan on the 
Status ofthe Woman Who Treated the 
Late Miss Mary Southera Lackland— 
There Will Be No Investigation of the 
Young Lady’s Death. 


Since the death of Miss Mary Southern 
Lackland there has deen considerable com- 
ment on the fact that any person should be 
registered as a physi¢ciam who does not prac- 
tice medicine ut all, dut relies solely on 
Christian Science or faith cure, as is said to 
be the case of Dr. Julia Field King, who at- 
tended the kindergarten teacher and issued 
the death certificate in the case, assigning 
pneumonia as the cause of death. 

Last Friday, though feeling fll, Miss Lack- 
land attended to her Auties at the Carr Lane 
Kindergarten, and after school went for 
treatment to the residence of Mrs. Dr. King, 
2938A Lucas avenue, Where on Monday last 
she died. 

Mrs. King has acknowledged that in treat- 
ing Miss Lackland she used no medicine, re- 
lying solely upon the methods of so-called 
Christian Seience, andshe professes to de- 
lieve that she even prolonged Miss Lack- 
land’s life by these methods. The friends 
of Miss Lackland also assert she was a 
frm believer in this method of treatment 
and that she refused to take drugs ofany 
description when Ill. 

Mrs. King is said to have received her 
license from the State Board of Health to 
practice medicine asa homeopathic physi- 
cian, and now it is claimed she does not 
practice according to that school and in fact 
does not practice medicine at all, merelv 
giving the Christian science or faith cure 
treatment. As such she is not entitled toa 
physictan’s license, it is held, and the ques- 
tion has been raised whether the death 
should not be investigated, or at least steps 
taken to revoke Mrs. King’s license. | 

There seems to be a wide difference of 
opinion between the Health Department and 
the Coroner’s office as to whose duty it is to 
actin the matter, and as a consequence it 
seems that no action will be taken. 

Coroner Frank states that since Mrs. Dr. 
King issued a death certificate, and 
since she is a licensed phy- 
sician he has right to 
interfere and that the duty of investigating 
the death of the young lady devolves upon

Verdict of the Jury in the Meyer ? 
Poisoning Case. 


FOUND GUILTY Of MURDER IN THE 8EC- 
OND DEGBRE. 


The Story of the Doctor's Remarkable 
Record of Crime—His Last Wife an 
Accomplice—FPoisoning en Art and 
Insurance Swindling a Trade Followed 
for Profit—His Long List of Victims. 


New York, May 18.—The jury in the case of 
Dr. Henry O. F. Meyer, tried for the poison- 
ing of Ludwig Brandt, returned a verdict of 
murder in the second degree. The penalty is 
imprisonment for life. 

When Dr. Meyer was brought into court 
just before the opening his face had the 
same yellow, sickly hueas it has always 
shown, and there was a look of sleeplessness 
in his eyes. 

To questions of a reporter, however, he 
spoke up quite cheerfully, saying, ‘*Good 
morning.“ in the most matter-of-fact voice. 

Did you sleep well last night?’’ was 
asked. 

No, I did not have much time to sleep, 
was the reply. but I slept all right. 

He had not seen his wife, he said. 

‘*She is in another department of the 
prison, you know., he added in explana- 
tion. 

Shortly afterwards Dr. O'Sullivan and Mr. 
Brooke, counsel for Dr. Meyer, arrived. Then 
the jury filed into court and took their seats 
inthe jury box, Recorder Smythe entered 
almost at the same moment,and Clerk Penny 
called out the names of the jurymen. 

While thig was going on, Meyer §walked 
leisurely up tothe center of the court-room 
and took his usual seatin the midst of his 
counsel. He did not exhibit any sign of hav- 
ing heard that the jury bad agreed on a ver- 
dict. 

**Gentlemen, have you agreed on a vor- 
dict?’’ asked Clerk Penny. 

„es, we have, replied Foreman John 
Wersebe. ’ 

How say you; is the prisoner, Henry C. F. 
Meyer, guilty or not gullty?’’ 

Meyer who, in accordance with the rules of 
the court, was standing facing the jurymen, 
furtively scanned their faces, as if anxious to 
read their thoughts and his fate almost be- 
fore the ominous words could fall from the 
foreman’s lips. Foreman Wersebe hesitated 
a moment and looked toward the Recorder, 
evidentiy not wisbing to look at the unfor- 
tunate prisoner. Then he sald: We find 
him gullty of murder in the second degree. 

The moment these words were uttered a 
confused murmur was beard throughout the 
court-room, and Meyer sat down on his 
chair, absolutely crestfallen. His hands 
twitched nervously, and his whole ap- 
pearance showed plainly that he 
was disappointed at the verdict. Mr. 
Brooke made a motion fora new trial and 
the Recorder gave him two weeks to file his 
reasons. This will act as a stay of sentence 
and Meyer will probably receive his banish- 
ment for life in the beginning ofJune. He 
was taken back to the Tombs prison. 

Meyer is a native of Minden, Prussia. He 
came to this country when auite young, de- 
ing now only 85 years of age, and settled ia 
Chicago, He graduated from the Homeo- 
pathic Medical College in that city in 1878, 
and began the practice of medicine on the 
North Side. 

He was already married, ana his wife died, 
soon after he began the practice of medicine, 
under what were regarded as suspieious cir- 
cumstances. It was believed that she had 
been poisoned. Then followed the death of 
a wealthy North Side grocer named Golder- 
man, and Meyer was tried on the charge of 
poisoning him. 

The charge was not proven and Meyer 
shortly afterwards married Golderman’s 
widow. She was worth about $80,000. Their 
wedded life had not continued long Defore 
Meyer wasagain arrested on the charge of 
poisoning his wife’s son. He again 
got off on some legal technicality. Then 
his wife dissovered that her own con- 
stitution was slowly being wrecked in some 
mysterious manner. This continued until 
she became a hopeless invalid. She finally 
left Meyer and procured a divorce, always 
asserting that he had tried to slowly poison 
her, 

In 1888 Meyer married the girl who shared 
his recent arrest. She was a Miss Gressen, 
and her father was a thrifty Chicago mer- 
chant who had accumulated considerable 
property. The old man soon discovered that 
his name had been forged to an insurance 
policy in the Germania company for a large 
amount. 

Not being quite ready to die for the accom- 
modation of Meyer he swore out a warrant 
for his arrest. Meyer went to Denver, but 
was brought, back,tried and again acquitted.

The Well-Huown St. Louts Railroad Maz 
Passes Away. 


Omana, Neb., May 19.—Ool, Robert E. 
Ricker of st. Louis, who was formerly, and 
for feveral years, General Superin- 
tendent of the St. Louis. Iron 
Mountain & Southern, and of the 
Denver & Rio Grande Railroad died last night 
at Weeping Water, thirty miles east of 
Lincoln, Neb., at 8:45 In the private 
car of Supt. C. M. Rathburn of the Mis- 
souri Pacific. Mr. Ricker left 8t. Louis 
on Tuesday for Weeping Water, where reside 
his brother-in-law, G. W. Norton, and other 
relatives. He was accompanied by his wife, 
W. S. Pothemus and party. He was 80 
thoroughly exhausted on his arrival at 
Weeping Water at 6:45 that it was 
not deemed advisable to remove him 
from the car. His death occurred 
three hours later. The funeral will be

VACCINATION II SCHOOLS. 


Dr. Harris Oppcsed to Compulsory Meth- 
ods—Advocates Re- Vaccination. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 18.—Commis- 
sioner of Education Harris discussed the 
question of vaccination in the publie schools 
in an interview to-day. Dr. Harris said: 

lam opposed to compulsory vaccination 
of public school pupils. However, I believe 
that children should be refused admission 
in the schools when it is found that 
they lack evidence of having deen 
vaccinated. Once two or three 
years a physician should visit the schools of 
each city to vaccinate those whose parents 
have expressed their willingness. As an U- 
lustration of the benefits of revaccination,an 
average of 24 per cent of the pupils of the St. 
Louis scboots, when revaccinated in ba, at 
which timef I was superintendent, took 
again, The fact shows that they were liable 
to take the small-pox. 

It is important that opportunity be given 
al school children of vaccination once in two 
or three years. The general laws, I think, 
should pronibit admission of children with- 
out vaccination prior to their entrance on 
the school work. Almost all the city schools 
have rules on this subject and in the Western 
cities these rules are rigidly enforced. Mor- 
tality from smallpox in the schools is not 
ar For instance, in St. Louis, during an 

pidemic some time ago, 1 found that only 
he out of 1,600 pupils, or one pupil in every 
two schools. nad the disease. It is essential, 
eee tbat skillful physicians be employed 
and good vaccine De used.’

Splendid Improvement and Boulevard 
Plaus for the West End- Realty Netes. 


Business in real estate circles to-day was 
quiet, as regards sales. There are some in-

THE MUNICIPAL SUBWAY. 


The existence of the St. Louis Under- 
ground Service Co.’s franchise is incon- 
venient, but it need not prevent or delay 
the municipal subway which members of 
the commission are said to faror. 

If the legal and financial difficulties in 
the way of municipal work have been 
overcome it should be undertaken at the 
earliest’ practicable moment and pushed 
rapidly to completion. 

Meanwhile, if the Sutter company is 
willing to sell at a reasonable figure 
that franchise can be purchased and 
It is 
not likely that a private company will be 
willing to compete with the city because 
there will be nochance in sach circum- 
stances to make excessive profits. 
With the city as a competitor 
offering wire privileges for just 
enough to pay expenses and a fair return 
upon the actual cost, the Sutter company 
could hardly expect the profits confidently 
looked for by corporations which have a 
monopoly and which pay interest on more 
or less fictitious capital. When it is 
made plain to the Sutter people that they 
can only make a return on the actual in- 
vestment they will be quite willing to ac- 
cept the equivalent of that investment 
and surrender the field to the city. 

As it is almost unanimously agreed that 
a municipal subway is both feasible and 
desirable it is hard to understand the 
timidity of ite advocates. What are the 
influences working against it?

Dr. Frank Will Preach an Anniversary 
Sermin—History of the a Church— 
Changes mots the Réedemptoriste— 
News cf the Church:s. * 


Central Presbyterian Ohureh at the north- 
east corner of Lucas and Garrison avenues, 
will celebrate a double anniversary next 
Sunday. The first will be the semi-centen- 
nial of the organization of the church and the 
second will be the quarter-centennial of Rev. 
Dr. R. G. Brank’s pastorate. Dr. Brank 
preached his first sermon in Central Church, 
on the third Sunday in May, 1869, exact- 
ly twenty-five years ago next Sunday. 
He will preach an anniversary sermon at the 
11 a. m. service next Sanday, and he will 


take occasion to review the history of the | 
There | be 


church and his own career as pastor. 
will be nothing out of tue orinary to indicate 
the rare and impressive character of the 
day, but the members of the congregation 
and the many friends of Dr. Brank will cher- 
ish sentiments which no display can 
awaken. Next Tuesday night there will bea 
more formal recognition of the colncident 
anniversaries. Dr. Brank will be tendered a 
reception inthechureh. The whole congre- 
gation, most it not all the Presbyterian min- 
isters of the city, and many of other denom- 
inations, will de present. Addresses will be 
delivered by Rev. Dr. S. J. Niccolls of Second 
Presbyterian Church, Rev. Dr. Geo. E. Mar- 
tin of First Presbyterian Church, Rev. Or. 
Rhodes of St. Mark’s English Lutheran 
Ohurch, Rev. Dr. Cannon of Grand Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, and others. 

By order of the Presbytery of St. Louis, 
Rev. Dt. William 8. Potts, then pastor of 
Second Presbyterian Church, and Rev. Wm. 


Gilbreath organized Central Presbyterian 
Church, as Fourth Presbyterian Church (Old 
School) on April 18, 1844, with thirty-two 
members, most of whom had odtained let- 
ters from Second Church. On the following 
day, the first session was elected consisting 
of Philip Skiner, George W. Meyers and John 
Suydam, andon the next Sunday, Messrs. 
Meyers and Suydam were ordained and the 
session was installed. The congregation 
met ina small frame building at the south- 
east corner of Sixth and st. Charles streets. 
Rev. Joseph Templeton supplied the pulpit 
for a time, and on May bb, 1845, Rev. Alexander 
Van Court was chosen pastor. He died of 
cholera in 1849. The first Board of Trustees, 
elected in 1845, consisted of John M. Wimer, 
John Huylmanand Taylor Blow, to whom 
were added in 1846 David W. Wheeler, Oliver 
Bennett and 8. Ridgeley. Thomas Osborne 
and Dr. Thomas Barbor were added to the 
session, and Othnell Cannon and Charles . 
Lewis were elected the first deacons. lu the 
spring of 184 the name was changed to Cen- 
t Chureh. At the same time a 
lot. was purchased at northwest 
corner of Eighth and Locust streets, 
and the congregation worshipped in the new 
church in 1849. After 5 death of Mr. Van 
Court, Revs. Samuel Pettigrew, John N. 
Hall and William M. Ruggles served as stated 
supplies, and the church was without a pas- 
tor for eighteen months. On Dec. 11, 1850, 
Rev, 8. J. P. Anderson of Virginia was 
called. He restored the harmony which had 
been much disturbed during the inter- 
regrum. In March, 1851, the membership 
had increased to 248, and in 1838 nearly one 
hundred names were added to the rolls, but 


during the war the chureh declined. The 


pastor was arrested and tried by the 
military authorities, Prosperity returned 
at the close of the war. 
Dr. Anderson resigned May 25, 1868, and Rev. 
Dr. Brank, then pastor of the Second Presby- 
terlan Church at Lexington, Ky., was called. 
He preached bis last sermon in Lexington on 
the second Sunday in May, 1869, and his first 
sermon in Central Chureh on the third Sun- 
day in May, 1869. Dr. Brank will have been 
forty-five years in the ministry next fall. In 
his career he has served but two charges, 
Second Church at Lexington, Ky., and 
Central Church, St. Louis. Shortly after 
Dr. Brank’s installation the present 
church site was purchased and a 
temporary chapel waserected. The present 
edifice was begun in 1874 and was completed 
in 1876. It is built in strict accord with the 
early English style, there being two towers 
in front, one 192 feet, and the other 120 feet 
ip height The cost of erection wasso large 
that in 1879 the congregation was in financial 
Gifficulties. Propositions were made to sell 
the church, and the pastor tendered his res- 
izgnation, which was refused. Early in 1680 
Dr. Brank made an earnest appeal one Sun- 
day and in response received subscriptions 
omountingto $21,000. The church has over

TO PREVENT DECEIT 


Further Amendments to the Interstate 
Commerce Laws Submitted. 


FALSE BILLING, CLASSIFICATION AND 
60 ON TO BE PUNISHED. 


Both the Shipper and the Carrier to Be 
Liable to a Large Fine—New Regula- 
tion Regarding Rebates-A Fine of 
$5,000 to Be Imposed for Each Offense. 


Wasuincror, D. O., May] 18.—The sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce, having in charge the bill 
for the regulation of pooling, has submitted 
other amendments in addition to those here- 
tofore submitted, bearing upon false state- 
ments made by either shippers or railroad 
companies or other common carriers, and 
providing penalties for those violations of 
the law. 

These amendments change sec. 10 of the 
present interstate commerce laws, They 
impose a penalty of $1,000 upon any person 
who shall deliver property for transporta- 
tion to a common carrierand by false di- 
ing, false classification, false weighing, 
false representation of the contents or by 
any sort of deceit or device, obtain or seek 
to obtain transportation from such prop- 
erty at less than the regular rates then 
established onalineofthe railroad or other 
common oarrier in question, Alike penalty 
is imposed upon the agent of any railroad 
company or common carrier who may assist 
in such deceit. A new regulation is also 
made in regard to rebates, which is as fol- 


lows: 
Any corporation subject tothe provisions of this 
shall in violation of the provisions 
Girectiy or indirectiy, by any 
al rate, rebate, eed back, eraliow any, or by 
paying or promisingto payeny sum Of money or 
other thing of value, chargé, demand, collect or re- 
ceive from any person or persons, corporatien or 
eompany a greater or less compensation for any ser- 
viee rendered, to be rendered, in the 
passengers or property 
demanded, eolleete or 
received from any other person or persons, corvo- 
ration, company, person or party shall wilfally do
